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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

DISTRICT. 

A  part-time  Medical  Officer  is  employed,  together  with  a 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  a  Veterinary  Meat  Inspector. 

All  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  sent  away  for 
isolation  were  treated  at  the  Dunstable  and  District  Isolation 
Hospital,  the  cases  being  removed  by  the  Hospital’s  own 
ambulance  in  accordance  with  the  County  Scheme. 

Eighty-nine  cases  of  Notifiable  Disease  were  notified  during 
the  year,  13  of  the  cases  being  sent  to  Dunstable  in,  accordance 
with  the  above  scheme.  The  remaining  cases  were  isolated  and 
nursed  at  home. 

Patients  with  Tuberculosis  can  attend  the  clinic  at  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital,  Grove  Road,  Luton,  on  the  following  days  : — 

Tuesdays  12  noon  to  1  p.m.  for  Children.

Arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  lor  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  cases  of  Opthalmia  Neonatorium. 

There  'is  a  St.  John  motor  ambulance  available  for  the 
removal  of  patients  and  accident  cases  to  the  hospitals. 

There  is  now  a  full-time  paid  driver  in  charge  of  the 
ambulance  during  the  daytime  with  a  voluntary  nurse  in  attend¬ 
ance  from  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  Nursing  Division. 

During  the  nights  and  week-ends  the  voluntary  staff  of  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  take  over  the  whole  of  the  duties. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  in  maintaining  an  ambulance  during 
the  past  period,  it  is  acknowledged  that  the  district  has  been  well 
served  by  the  Brigade. 

There  are  two  permanent  resident  midwives  in  the  town  but 
there  is  a  great  need  for  a  suitable  nursing  home  in  this  district 
for  maternity  cases. 

The  County  Council  employ  a  Health  Visitor,  who  visits  the 
homes  of  mothers  to  give  advice  and  help. 

There  is  a  District  Nurse  employed,  by  the  local  Nursing 
Association  for  attending  cases  of  sickness. 

Specimens  and  swabs  are  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  the  Luton  Borough  Laboratory  for  microscopic  and 
bacteriological  examination. 

'The  Council  grants  supplies  of  Antitoxin  and  Scarlet  Fever 
Serum. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  Grovebury  Road  is  open  every 
Friday  with  a  lady  Health  Visitor  and  a  Medical  Officer  in  attend¬ 
ance,  who  are  assisted  by  a  local  nurse  and  several  ladies  in  the 
town.  Although  the  centre  is  still  very  popular  it  is  generally 
acknowledged  that  premises  in  a  more  central  position  in  the  town 
should  be  acquired  for  this  service. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Town  is  supplied  with  water  from  a  borehole  which  is 
sunk  250  feet  into  the  lower  greensand  at  the  Council’s  Water¬ 
works  in  Stanbridge  Road,  and  was  brought  into  use  in  1944. 

The  water  is  raised  from  this  borehole  which  is  known  as 
No.  2  borehole,  by  an  electrically  driven  vertical  spindle  eight 
stage  8”  diameter  centrifugal  pump,  at  the  rate  of  45,000  gallons 
per  hour  through  three  Candy’s  Iron  Extraction  Pressure  Filters 
to  a  booster  pump,  which  raises  the  water  through  a  7”  diameter 
rising  main  to  a  400,000  gallon  covered  reservoir  at  Shenley  Hill. 

There  is  an  alternative  supply  at  the  Waterworks  consisting 
of  a  borehole  sunk  to  a  depth  of  21 1  feet  which  is  known  as 
No.  1  borehole  and  has  a  yield  of  approximately  12,000  gallons 
per  hour.  The  water  was  raised  by  an  electrically  driven  verti¬ 
cal  spindle  five  stage  6”  centrifugal  pump,  the  pump  being 
removed  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  a  complete  renewal. 

In  May,  1944,  there  was  a  complete  breakdown  of  No.  2 
borehole  pump  which  had  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  borehole  and 
a  submersible  pump  installed  as  a  temporary  measure  until  the 
main  pump  could  be  repaired. 

Immediately  after  the  breakdown  had  occurred  No.  1  bore¬ 
hole  pump  was  switched  on,  but  with  its  reduced  output,  the  high 
level  parts  of  the  town  were  soon  without  water. 

Linslade  and  Wing  Councils  kindly  gave  us  assistance  by 
opening  their  sluice  valves  and  allowing  us  to  draw  a  supply  of 
water  into  our  main  in  Bridge  Street  and  they  in  their  turn  draw¬ 
ing  from  the  Bucks  Water  Board. 

The  N.F.S.  also  came  to  our  assistance  by  laying  over  a  mile 
of  fire  hose  from  the  Bucks  Water  Board’s  main  in  Stanbridge 
to  the  R.A.F.  Station  in  Stanbridge  Road. 

Arrangements  were  also'  made  with  the  Co-ordinating  Officer 
for  a  supply  of  Emergency  Materials,  for  the  laying  of  ij  miles 
of  4”  cast  iron  pipes  over  land  to  the  Council’s  4”  main  in  Stan¬ 
bridge  Road  in  the  event  of  a  breakdown  of  the  No.  1  borehole 
pump. 
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The  public  responded  to  the  Council’s  appeal  to  save  water, 
and  the  situation  gradually  improved  until  the  submersible  pump 
was  installed  when  the  supply  returned  £o  normal. 

No.  2  borehole  pump  was  reconditioned  and  again  installed 
in  August  without  further  interruption  to  the  Town’s  supply. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  safeguard 
the  town  against  any  further  breakdown  and  that  a  scheme  should 
be  prepared  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  the  Water¬ 
works  to  ensure  an  adequate  supply  of  water  under  all 
circumstances. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sewerage  of  the  district  is  on  the  “  Separate  System,” 
and  from  four  low  level  pumping  stations  which  cover  about  half 
the  town’s  drainage  area,  the  sewage  is  raised  by  a  pair  of 
ejectors  at  each  station  to  the  main  sewer  which  gravitates~to 
the  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  ejectors  are  supplied  with  air  from  compressors  at  the 
Waterworks  and  although  the  ejectors  were  overhauled  a  few 
years  back,  consideration  should  be  given  to  a  scheme  for  the 
installation  of  automatic  apparatus  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
the  system. 

The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  by 
means  of  settling  tanks,  three  74  feet  diameter  clinker  filters 
and  two  humus  tanks. 

The  sludge  from  the  settling  tanks  is  pumped  through  a 
rising  main  to  shallow  drying  beds  at  the  extreme  end  of  the 
works. 

The  chlorinating  plant  which  chlorinates  the  effluent  before 
it  reaches  the  settling  tanks  has  given  some  measure  of  control 
over  the  odour  nuisance  in  the  vicinity  of  the  works. 


Public  Cleansing. 

House  refuse  and  salvage  was  regularly  collected  once  a 
fortnight  from  each  household,  and  kitchen  waste  was  collected 
from  public  bins,  households  and  certain  establishments  twice 
weekly  or  as  often  as  required. 
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The  Council’s  controlled  refuse  tip  in  Vandyke  Road 
received  three  treatments  from  a  specialist  firm  for  the  purpose 
of  dealing  with  infestations  of  crickets. 

Gamexane  powder  was  used  for  the  treatments  which  is  the 
best  known  insecticide  for  the  destruction  of  crickets. 

Street  gullies  are  periodically  cleansed  and  flushed  out  with 
clean  water. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfectant  fluid  is  kept  at  the  Council’s  Depot  in  West 
Street,  which  is  issued  to  the  public  on  application. 

Premises  are  always  disinfected  after  the  removal  or  recovery 
of  infectious  cases,  also  after  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  district  was  periodi¬ 
cally  inspected  and  was  always  found  to  be  in  a  clean  and 
satisfactory  condition.

Camping  Sites. 

There  were  no  licences  issued  under  Section  269  of  the 
Publ  ic  Health  Act,  1936,  but  two  applications  for  licences  were 
refused  and  in  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  institute  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  against  the  occupier  of  a  caravan  for  failing  to  vacate 
a  site.  The  Court  fined  the  defendant  and  made  an  order  for  him 
to  vacate  the  site  within  fourteen  days. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  town  situate  in  the 
ground  of  the  Cedars  School  for  the  use  of  the  pupils  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff.  The  bath  is  of  modern  construction  and  is 
provided  with  a  proper  purification  plant. 

The  level  of  the  natural  swimming  pool  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  town  in  Billington  Road  still  remains  very  low  and  appears 
to  have  lost  the  popularity  it  enjoyed  a  few  years  back. 

It  is  realised  that  a  properly  constructed  swimming  pool 
with  shower  and  slipper  baths  should  be  provided  for  the  town 
as  soon  as  circumstances  will  permit. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Houses  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs  are  fumigated  or 
sprayed  and  re-inspections  are  made  to  ascertain  whether  further 
treatments  are  necessary. 

Tenants  are  encouraged  to  report  any  signs  of  infestation  or 
re-infestation  of  their  houses.
